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TBE INDUSTRIAL 


^^Hts year marks llie 2(JUth aii- 
iii versa ry of a ptieiiomeiiOB 
wkieli is tUe basis of our entire 
way of !ife today — the Industrial 
Revolutiou. Historians have arbi- 
trarily ehusiui the date 1760 as the 
beginning of the so-ealled Indus- 
trial Revolution in En gland, ytd 
there was no great upheaval or 
imtstanding invention in timt 
year to merit Its choice for the 
eomineiieeinem of this movement 
toward the gradual replacement 
of hand tools with machines. But 
certainly inventions of many 
kinds were in the planning stage 
by the year 1760, 

Name Alfsteodfog 

The Industrial Revolution was 
not like the political re\"oliitions 
which occur red in the United 


States in 1776 and in France in 
1783. In these two cases, there 
were two important, eonenMe 
events, the stgiiiiig of the Deelara- 
tioii of Independence and the 
storming of the Bastille, whitdi 
iieralded lln^ beginning of the two 
revolntiomiry operations. In fatft 
the term, Industrial Revolution, is 
misleading in itself because the 
trend toxvard median ixat ion was 
not eon fined purely to industry 
and factories but incliid€*d tbe 
home and farm too, and it was 
not so much a revolution as it was 
a replacement of old methods and 
ideas with new ones. Thus it was 
a revohitioii of ideas originating 
ill trade and commerce perhaps 
reaching as far back as tlie time 
of Columbus and other explorers 


who opened new horiKons and 
trade routes, or even to a time as 
early as the Crusades when the 
Italian eity-states conlixdhMl u 
firo til able trade of goods between 
Europe and the Orient. 

This J?eva/ufion Came Sfowlj^ 

The Industrial Revolution was 
something like the Rena issa nee in 
that it vvas not an overnight up^ 
rising, but a synthesis of ideas, 
t bought -eur mi ts and nmls wliieh 
finally liecame molded into an 
organized plan of activity. 

As in any complex movement, 
there were many eames urulerlxing 
the Industrial Revolution, For one 
Thing, as in the Renaissance in 
Italy, eonditiotis had to 1 m* right. 
This still holds true today. Pur 
ijiereased expansion either in the 
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Ufi: Jhff old SUtor Mill was am of flrjf 
poworod factqrios in tha U,S. Tadilat ware in 
forefront oi the indui trial revolution all 
over *he world.

The TndiLstrial itevoliilioii fii'st 
f)e^an in the textile industry. In 
1733 John Kay invented the '‘Hy- 
ing simtile/' a device whkli 
enabled the w(*ave^r to jerk the 
sliiiftie back and fortli by pulling 
a string instead reacldng aemss tlie 
dotli to throw it fi-oiii side to s^ib^ 
As a Tvsulf tfje weaver eoiihl work 
with giTater rapiility on ii iinieli 
wider piece of doth, in ITTOJann^s 
Ifargn^aves inifO-oved tlie olil fasti* 
ioned spinning whi^el l»y invi>nling 
his '* spinning ieimy/' n tie vice 
winch etiiployed (»ight spindles 
turned by a crank, etiahliiifr Uk^ op- 
erator lo spilt eiglit threads at the 
same time. A year btTore ihk 
Iliehard Arkwright had j)ateiited 
a machine whieh drew cotton 
thrmigti a series of rollers ami 
turned mit a coarse cotton thread. 
Two veal's later he improved his 
invention so that it eouhl he run 
by water f)mv(u\ In 1 7711 Samuel 
Crompton eombimsi Uargreii ves * 
jenny and Arkwright *s water 
frame” into a macluiie be ealbHl 
the ” spinning mule. This “mule"' 
prcKliieeil tliread of a laHter qual- 
ity at a higfier speed and erialiled 
England to compete with India in 
the finer textiles. 


Coming of Steam Engine 

By now the spinners had gotten 
II head nf the weavei*s and it is cpiite 
logical that the next step forwanl 
woiihf Im‘ in the field of weaving. 
By 17So, Edniiitid Cartwrlglit, 
who was a simple clergynmn ^vlio 
know nothing about maehinery 
lint i I he began experimenting, had 
invented a power loom which 
greatly itiereas^M^l the speed and 
rpuility of woven f*ibries. At first 
liom^ provided the power and then 
steam for liy I7f>3. Jaim^ Watt had 
perfected a practical steam engine, 
probably the greatest invention of 
t lie century. Thomas Newcomen 
had patented an engine for pump- 
ing water out of mines in 1705. 
Wall was given one of Xewconion ’s 
eiigiTH's to repair and it inspired 
him to invent a better one of his 
own — one which diTw steam off 
into a separate condenser, kept the 
eylimb'r cont iumilly warm and 
which uscsl the same steam to force 
the cylinder Imth wa\'s. It wa.s 
als*i Wiiu who applie<l steam to 
tlie turning of a wlieel, which 
brought ulKiUt tile railroad locomo- 
live and other industrial power 
machim!S. Then Watt joined forces 
with the wealthy Mathew Boulton 
fConfinurd on page 77)

T he PiTilon Hotel, Biltto, ]\Ion- 
tana, wan tlie seoiio of the 
Eighth District Progmss Meeting, 
heixl Atigiist 27, 28, llKiO. Vice 
President Anderson's office has for- 
warded to ns the fonowiiig i-eport 
on the nieetins. 

The meeting was called to order 
at 10 a in. hy Vice President L. F. 
Anderson, after which tlie invoea- 
lion was givc'ii Ijy Fattier Kaprieli 
of the Iltdy Saviour Church. 

Vice l*resiilent .Vmlerson re- 
ported on a niim))er of items of 
impoitanee which had oeeurred in 
Ihe PJighth District since our last 
l^rogross Meeting. He made special 
mention of the organizing cam- 
paigns on the Idaho Power Coim 
paii.v and for llie Telephone Opera- 
tors in on tan a. 

Handling Bylaw Changes 

Vice President Andei’son intro- 
duced Repre.sentative Bel isle wlio 
informed llie delcgafcs as to the 
jirocedure of handling bjdaw 


eiutnges and agret jiients in the 
Eighth District office. He iminted 
out llrat any change in bylaws af- 
fecting dues anil Initial ion fees 
must be done hy st^CD^t Imllot and 
i!i aecordanee with Ihe ronslitu- 
tif>n, Ihe secret ballot provision 
being mandatory under the Lan- 
dnnn-Hriffin Act. He also stated 
iliat when bylaw ehangt^s which 
affect dues and initiation fees arc 
Nuhinitted they should be accom- 
panied hy a letter stating that the 
changt^s were made liy secret balhd. 

He also explained the require- 
mems of tile Landrum-Hriffin Act 
regarding the election of office I's. 
^lemlxu’s must he notified 15 days 
in advance of nominations of the 
time and place that nominations 
can be made. Notice of elections 
must also be given. It was pointed 
out that past i>raetiee in s<ime of 
our l«)cals was to nominate in one 
local union meeting in June and 
ihen boh I further nomiiiatioiLs and 
elections the second meeting. Be- 


raii.se of the law, tins ]iraetice can 
no longer be followcfl. 

ReproMUdative Bolisle then ex- 
plained the tu'oeedure in submit^ 
ting agreements and lettei-s of as- 
sent for processing In tlic Eighth 
District office. Several forms ari^ 
used and the purpose* of each was 
explained in great detail, lie also 
refjuested that a copy of Form No.

"jl/TOST of tlie one billion ebiklren 
in the world today (.-ace a 
sht)H» sickly, lumj^iy life. !Many 
have two strikes against them l>c- 
fore drawing their til's! breath be- 
cause three out of four live in 
economically underdeveloped coun- 
tries. About ^0 percent of these 
750 initlion children live in areas 
in which the average income per 
pei'son is io^ than $100 a year. 

Some of the hazards which con- 
front these helpless, new-horn 
bahies and half-grown waifs are 
the low^est eonditions of sanitation 
and living, ignorance of ])ropei' 
maternal care and of modern, sim- 
ple hygiene, malnutrition and tin? 


threat of a crippling, disfiguring 
or fatal ilisease. No wonder that 
80 many of them cannot be ex- 
pected to reach adulthood. 

This is not a new situation hut 
wliat is being ilone torlay by spe- 
cialized agencies of the United Na- 
tions to combat these problems is 
new. Internatiomtl conseienee has 
been aroused by the needs of these 
children and it has resulted in the 
formation of UNICEF, the United 
Nations Children's Fund. 

in the Beginning 

Originally UNICEF was de- 
signed to give fem]>orary, emer- 
gency relief to cfiiklren in .such 
war-devastated countries as Ger- 
many and Italy. The activities of 
this practically autonomous UN 
agency, fii*st called the United 
Nations International Children 's 
Emergency Fund, spi'ead to other 


European nations and to (^hiiia, 
Japan and Palestine. In 1953, tlic 
General Assembly voted to con- 
tinue UNICEF as a permanent 
1 ‘at-her than a tem]norary agency 
ami shortened tlie name to United 
Nations CbildreTUs Fund. Because 
the word UNK.'EF had l>ecome 
sueli a meaningful symbol to needy 
l>ersons throughout the world, all 
six lettei's were retained in the ab- 
breviation of the agenc^t'. 

Today U.NK^EF coordinates its 
welfare activities for children with 
national and local governments in 
106 economicany underdeveloped 
coll nt r i cs , Fo r every doll a r ’s \ vort li 
of technical asvsistaiice or supplies 
which UNICEF provides, the coun- 
ti'V being heljied matches it with 
two and one- ha if times as much of 
their own. 

At first UNICEF was what 
might be called a charity operation. 
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it fTHVL‘ friT milk, fr4»e pentcnllin, 
fm* fi(>s]KiiHl Nnpj)li<»K, Mmi i>r the 
eoinitrips muhl not aflonl to luateii 
the (|ti(»tu with L^tlicr dollai’H or the 
mime kind of proviMioim, as they 
still eaiiiiot today. So ifie efUintry 
provided miiTJ power. UN I ( *KF 
slnt)ped the milk and set ui» ojjenH 
lions witli a skeh^tim etvw. Nati%*es 
of Hie eonntry liclped distribiile the 
milk. I’NH’KF domiti'd the jeeps 
and natives were laimht luov to 
drive them, UNK^EF lironjr!ii llie 
tienieilliji and a few do<noi>i imd 
musses, and then trained many 
more native medieal helpers. But 
as far as the aetual suptdies of 
milk and [>enieillin wi'iil, it was 
still a charity operatinii. Tins was 
not lielping tlic eminiry to stand 
on its own feet, which was wind 
t he d ireet ors of I ' N I (* E F rea 1 ty 
had in mind, lint nt least it was 
a start toward helt>iiig these coim- 


tries to help themsidviu So 
tuXITEF jmt its t»a.stcr plan luio 
effeel. Dairies and plants were 
started so that the country couhl 
produce and consm-vc its own milk 
and iiiamifaeture powdered milk to 
even Inal I r meet its own need.s. This 
was a sti^p in several rmhl direc- 
tions. The slnm^^le iigainst hunger 
and malnutrition was still lieing 
St ieei*ss fully wagisl and yet jolis 
were created and the economy of 
the emintrv was direetlv bolstered. 

l^XK^EF^s aKsislanee falls into 
four general categories : basic nm* 
teriial and child welfare, control 
of cinitmunicalile disease, nutrition, 
and ('mergeney aid,

sible for local unions to increase mendiership and 
make [>rogims. 

Vour Inlernalional Officers would be tlm last people 
to liejiy this charge because the J.O. has been con- 
siderably liampered in its oiicrations, organizing and 
other, by these unfair laws. However, tfiis [utrticular 
(slitoi-ial is not designed to "'cry over- ' proverbial 
"spill milk.'* ft is designed to remind our members 
and other union members about wliat fbey can flo to 
Irelji remedy the situation. The first and most effective 
metlunl of organizing that the labor unions Imve ever 
known. has been foreing orgatvizal ion by a eoristant 
and persevering demand for union goods and serv- 
ices — asking for the union lalu-l on thi' goods we buy 
and dcmmiding tluioii workmen for tiie tasks we wisli 
rmideiT'd. 

If eimugli of our pco]de will nmiembf'r to do this 
and arc sufficiently dedicated to tin* cause of union- 
ism to keep on doing il, day after day and moTitli 
afti'r immtlu there is no power that can stand in our 
way of increasing our efland ivencss and increasing our 
memliei'sliip.

SmiK* examples 
have ii'ached ns in recent weeks which make us prond 
of IIk' eoui'age, ability and stamina of some handl- 
cat>[H'd woi'ki'rs, atid even imu'e firniol of liu' .indg- 
meiit ami farHightedness exercisinl by tnir local unions 
in ])utling Iheiu to wink.

Excellent Stewards' 
Conference m L. A. 

L. r. 17. ALHAMBRA, CALIF.— 

I,iOCul 47 was honorccl l>y the presence 
of Ninth District Vice President 
(Charles Foehn at itB first all-day 
Stewsmls* Conference held at the 
Mayfair Hotel in Los Angeles on 
October IsL Urother Foehn extended 
his best wisheB to the delegates ami 
expressed the opinion that the devel* 
opmeiit of li strong and well’-informed 
group of stewards should be the goal 
of e%^ery local union. The Vice Presi- 
dent tfild the group that he was new 
on the job but could be counted upon 
to assist the local in every way pos- 
Bible, 

The conference was attended by 
about IfiO stewards and alternate 
Btewanis and was the first of two 
meetings staged liy I^al 47. On 
October I6th^ u second meeting was 
held at Visalia, California, for the 
stewards from the area north of 
Bakersfield. Representative Mike Pi- 
wowarski arranged a very interesting 
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itchedule and a fine lunch rind diimer 
for the second conference. 

Because the staff of Local 47 recog- 
nizes that the success of the union 
deiH'nds on the stewards and alter- 
nntes, the program was designed to 
assist them in their tasks of organ- 
izing, processing grie%^ancoa und keep- 
irig the membership well inr<Jrmeti, 
The conference was planned to deal 
with the reasons why pe^pple should 
iielimg to unions and to put these 
reasons Into practical examples that 
would apply to the pj’operty served 
by Ia»cal 47. Also, it %vas planned to 
cover the grievance procedure for the 
benefit of the newer stewanls* and 
to consider some specific problems 
that occur in the grievance procedure. 
In the flr.'it part of the conference, 
HusineHs Manuger A I Coughlin dis* 
cussed the history of Local 47 and 
show'orl how all of the philosophif rea- 
siiiiH and practical reaaons for be- 
coming a uriloii mto liber are found on 
the property served by Local 47. He 


related the storj-- of wh>* the eniployefi 
forme<l a union and tnicerl its devel- 
opment since 1P45. The theme that 
was developed was that the contract 
is a living document on which the 
iiiembers should continue to build. To 
illustmte this point, various pjtrts of 
the contract were dtscussed and the 
changes and development over the 
years brought out, the theme of con- 
stant care and development Iveing the 
goal of the union. He pointed out 
that if the Rewards rmfl alternates 
make this point understood, it would 
help make the union meaningful and 
this is imfiortant to the new employes 
and noii*meml>ers. In addition to 
know'ing that the contract la a living 
document on which to build, the mem- 
bers need to realize that constant care 
and support are essential in time of 
aiiti-lalKir legislation and in the face 
of stiiT bargaining on the part of 
management. 

The second phase of the conference 
dealt with the handling of grievanees 


and was conducted by Representative 
Mike Kelly. Kelly went through the 
actual grievance machinery in the 
contract with the Southern Califomia 
Edison Cfiinpany and then discussetl 
the thingB that should be undersbMa! 
in orrler that the members obtain the 
maxinnmi benefit from the grievance 
pro<-t;dure. He stressed that more im- 
portant Lluin the procedural correct- 
ness was for the stewartis to under- 
stand the obligation to zealously 
guartl the con tract. Kelly pointed out 
that a contj'act that is not carried out 
and respected is of little value. His 
report brought forth many interesting 
questions which indicated that the 
detegates were keenly aware of the 
responsibility they cany. 

In the ftnul session of the confer- 
ence, the lidegates were given a copy 
of the proposal developed at the Pol- 
icy Committee Meeting in Long Beach, 
California. Since the stewards and 
altenmtes have the major responai- 
bility of keeping the meniljers in-

Kvery nfTicer knows that 
a full explanation for every expendi- 
ture must bo forthcoming. This bal- 
ance whed is a pari of union 
demo racy — even though sornetimi'S 
getiemled by a deep-seated feeling of 
autURortlsm toward others handling 
local fundR. We needn't worry be- 
cause the ivudilor is on our side. 

Just us Ponce de Leon hoped to find 
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the ''FiiiitiUun of Youth/' ot-ganiKed 
labor ran not find a cure for alt its ills* 
Here in Flonda^ organised labor 
has filled its role in our social, eco- 
nomical and political structure. Our 
capacity for greater responsibility 
must be developed more and more* 
Organized workers have the pcdcn- 
tial strength to become the leading 
group in Florida for democracy ami 
prosperity in the future. 

Labor's rimst serious problem Is to 
be found %vithin its own ranks. It has 
been truthfully said that » working 
man has two arms with which to pro- 
tect himself, lits union membership 
and his right of franchise, his card 
and his vote. You should vote as a 
citizen, you must vote as a trade 
unionist. 

The courts of our land have held 
that a labor organization cannot ar- 
bitrarily or capriciously discriminiito 
between its members in n^spect to 
equality of opportunity to work.

"permit" man, and if the latter is a 
GOOD union Brother, he woultl leave, 
and not attempt to find legal means to 
stay estaldished on that job. 

Every member ivho keeps himself in 
good standing and ful fills his respon- 
.sibillties of attending the meeting, has 
an equal voice in conducting the affairs 
of the union, thereby eliminating 
"monarchies," Don't stay home and 
enticize. I say all this to impress on 
the individual member the impoitance 
of hi,^ participation in the alTairs and 
activities of his local union. Your co- 
operation is needed in every meeting, 
especially, during thos** critical times. 
There is much work to be done ami 
many .serious problems to be solved. 
You nil kn<iw what they I .shuirt 
enumenite. Do not mifij* a meeting! 
Take part in the del i be mt ions. Vote!

.some foreign power. 

These governments deal swiftly and 
ruthlessly wdth any citizen considered 
guilty of sabotage, and usuaHy have 
no difficulty In proving their ease be- 
fore the courts* 

The dictionary defines sabotage as 


"malicious destruction of propoity, 
usually by .^trikem," but in the view 
of this writer, any union member 
who deliberately causes confusian in 
the mind.s of our members and makes 
public statements contrary to declared 
union p<djcy b equally guilty of sab- 
otuge and dcser\-e5 prompt discipli- 
nary action.

A LIFE IS SAVED 

The following tioie story took 
place at the Linde Oxygen Plant 
site near Huntsville, Alabama, It 
is a striking e.Haniplo of how a 
calm, cool-headed approach in an 
emergency situation leatLs to a 
quick solution of the problem at 
hand. The ending of the story 
might have been very illfferent 
were it not for James F. Johnson, 
one of Reynolds Electrical and 
T^ngineering Company’s em|doyes 
on the job. 

About 9:30 a,m„ on Wednesday 
morning, April 27, 1900, Mr. D. B, 
Shanefelt and Mr, Taylor, pipe- 
fitters working with the Cherne 
Company, Inc,, at the Linde Oxy- 
gon Plant site were operating a 
truck-mountefl crane. The opera- 
tion involved picking up pipe on 
the opposite side of an 11,990 volt 
ineoining power line. In attempt- 
ing to pick up a piece of pipe, the 
cable on the crane came In con- 
tact with the power line. Mr, 
Shanefelt was burned alumt the 
hands and arms, Mr. Tiiylor 
sulTe red severe shock and was 
knocked uncon sci oils. 

At the time of the accident, 
James F. Johnson, TBEW, liocal 
Union 558, an apprentice w I reman 
and Sheldon W. Barkley, fBKW, 
Local Union 558, a journeyman, 
were working nearby. Both men, 
employes of Reynolds Electrical 
and Engineering Company, Inc., 
saw the aecidenl happen, Mr. 
JohnsoiL who is 6 feet 8 ^2 inches 
tall and weighs 270 pound,s, im- 
mediately began giving artificial 
res]>i ration to Mr, Taylor, He kept 
at this task with calm purpo,sefuI- 
ness at the job site until an am- 
bulance anived, and continued 
with the artificial respiration in 
the ambulance ail the w’ay to the 
hospital. 

By the time the amhufance ar- 
riA'cd at the hospital, Mr* Taylor 
had regained consciousnes*s* Ev- 
eryone felt that lie owes his life 
to the quick thinking an<l action 
of Mr. Johnson.

I believe this makes just two 
moie reasons why we shouUl have a 
strict ende and regulation for all utili- 
ties for the sUite and for the Nation 
regulating the VOLTAGE that can 
be worked by gloves and hot sticks. 
Another regulation should be on clear- 
ance. The utilities should not be able 
to use the same cleanince on 4800 
volts as on 72.000 volts which is 
something that hoa been done for a 


long time. Maybe some of the 
Brothers who read this will in some 
way try to get some laws passed to 
help prevent the above in the future.

Local Heads County 
Muscular Dystrophy Drive 

I,. V. 1623. ZANESVILI.E. OHIO — 
The members of I.ocal 1623, are happy 
to learn that perhaps they are the 
first local in the IBEW to be an 
active paitidpant, (in that they are 
the sponsoring agent to conduct the 
annual march to secure funds) for the 
‘'Muscular Dystrophy Associations of 
America, Inc.” 

The National Chairman for M.D.- 
A.A. is the well known television, 
radio, and movie star, Jerry Lewis. 


Other well known officers are: William 
MUKar, president, Mrs. Lou Gehing, 
natiofiai campaign chairman, and Mr. 
.fames A. Farley, honorary national 
chair man. 

Muscular Dystrophy is, at the pres- 
ent, still incurable. The young vic- 
tims gradually waste away in a wheel 
chair, then a bed, and it is not uncom- 
mon for a simple cold to bring death 
to the victinr Few can expect to I h e 
past their teens. 

Because M. D. is a non-contagious 
<li sense , no government body main- 
tains a census. Therefore the exact 
number of M. D. victims is iinknown, 
but it is known that the number is in 
excess of 200,000 per son 

It is known that M. P. is a chronic 
disease of the muscles. It is manh 
fested by gradual weakening of the 
voluntary muscles. Over a period of 
years the wasting and resulant weak- 
ening becomes apparent more progres- 
sively. 

There is nothing now knowm to sci- 
ence which can stop the progress of 
this disease. That is why, as a chal- 
lenge, I have asked, not only as 
President of the local, but as earn- 
paigii chairman for Muskingum 
County, Zanesville, OhiOj for the mem- 
bers to accept this program for their 
contribution to our community affairs 
and Like their rightful place In the 
community, and in so doing, be more 
than Just another labor organisation; 
to help secure the much needed movies 
to further carry on the fight to lick 
this disease. 

As late as 1950, very little was be- 
ing done about iVLD. In that year, 
ho\vever, Muscular Dystrophy Asso- 
ciations of America, Toe. was formed 
by a small group of pai^ents in New 
York. Their children had been stricken 
by the disease and they j^efused to 
accept the prevailing medical fatal- 
ism about it. in the conviction that 
there is no “incurable” disease, but 
only disea.ses for which the cure has 
not yet been found, they determined to 
raise money to support research in 
the almost w’holiy neglected field of 
muscle disorders. 

One of the few scientists concerned 
with the problems at that time was 
Dr. Ade T. Milhorat, professor of 
Clinical Medicine at C-oniell Univer- 
sity, The group of parents sought 
him for advice before organizing the 
as.sociation, and later appointed him 
as chairman. 

Chapters began to spring up all 
over the country. .At the end of 1959, 
nearly 370 chapters were in existence, 
in every state of the union — including 
Alaska and Hawaii. Now many more 
foreign comttrieFi receive financial aid 
from M.D.A.A*

The 
shares are 10 dollars each and this 
money is invested in difTerenl enter* 
prises, such as the Tri-Chem Corpora- 


tion, a fully ow-mnl KIM. A business. 
The shares ha\-e tieon psiying a 40 
percent dividend each year anti it is 
estimated that their true value is in 
excess of $lGtUlf} each. 

As a result of tlie MetJraw Edison 
merger a few years agt* and the re- 
cent sale of the Kdlson Storage Bat- 
tery Hi vision here In West Orange., 
it has been sugge.stod iliai EIM.A 
li(]uidatG or rf*-oi'giinir.e. This Idea 
has caused much concern among our 
members, who have many thousands 
of dollars invested in KJMA. Because 
of this concern and the rumors that 
generated from the “re-organization" 
suggestion, your presH secretary and 
his committee asked to meet with 
the EIMA directors Ui gel some in- 
fo I'lnation to repoi't hack to our mem- 
hers. A large majority of Lite board 
rejecte!i our reijneHt so we appealed 
to thetr [fresident. In deftancD of his 
directors, Mr. McArdle courageously 
accepted our invitation to liddi'esg our 
members. Although there was terri- 
tic pres.sure iippliecl from different 
sources to get Mr, McArdle to re- 
%^erse himself (oven u mysterious 
last minute phone call at our union 
hall saying he would not attend) . . * 
Mr. McArdle ami Mr. Ormond never- 
theless did attend and we are grate- 


ful to tlu'in. Mr. McArdle delivered 
a spiendirl ruklress and later answered 
our que.siions, A couple of pictui*es 
of this event are enclosed.
